RAILROAD MEN WATCH 

THEIR STEPS FOR WEEK 


Complete details for staging “No- 
Accident Week,” June 22 to 28, inclu¬ 
sive, have been decided upon by the 
safety representatives of railroads in 
the Central Western region, accord¬ 
ing to announcement from the offices 
of the Railroad Administration. 

H. A. Adams, regional supervisor of 
safety, has conferred with about sev¬ 
enty safety officials of the various 
lines, the meeting having been held 
in his office in the Burlington Build¬ 
ing. 

It develops that the roads in this 
jurisdiction have, in the aggregate, 
approximately three hundred and five 
thousand (305,000) employees and 
that each employee is going to be 
asked to individually do his utmost 
during a period of seven days to keep 
from being injured himself, or of be¬ 
ing the cause of injuring a fellow 
employee. 

Bulletins, rallies, moving picture 
exhibits of an educational nature, 
personal appeals and many other 
forms of getting into close touch 
with all employees will be utilized, 
and it is estimated that before June 
22 there will be few, if any, railroad 
workers in the Central Western re¬ 
gion who will not be “Watching His 
Step” and avoiding personal injury. 

This movement, covering as it does 
a vast territory and affecting an enor¬ 
mous population of high-class indus¬ 
trial workers, is said to be causing

Noted Foreigners at Washington 
Favor Legislative Protection 
for Future Citizens. 


(Contributed by the San Mateo County 
Conference of Social Agencies.) 

At the Children's Bureau Confer¬ 
ence on Child Welfare Standards, 
held in Washington, May 5-8, two 
themes were closely interwoven—the 
necessity for more public effort in 
behalf of children and the expenditure 
of that effort in the light of the indi¬ 
vidual characteristics of each child 
and his family. Whatever the phase 
of the child's well-being that was 
under discussion, it frankly demanded 
or bodly presupposed, public pro¬ 
vision of instruction, service, money, 
equipment or legislative protection. 
The Americans were aided and 
abetted in their child welfare designs 
on the public treasury by the foreign 
visitors, particularly the British, who 
told of the substantial “grants in aid” 
which their government is making for 
child welfare activitiy in the British 
Isles.

Our Schools in Danger 

Our schools arc in danger of grave depreciation unless the people face 
the school problem fairly, as they have faced every other problem that has 
confronted them. 

Wages and salaries in almost every other vocation have risen pretty much 
in keeping with the cost of living. Still the teachers grind on at practically 
the same old wages. 

If the harm done were only in forcing a number of people to live on in- 
adequate wages, the matter would not lie very serious. Hut the harm does not 
stop here. The impossibility of obtaining living salaries is inevitably forcing 
the ambitious man or woman out of the profession and into some other call¬ 
ing that is more generous. 

The natural result must be the tilling of the schools with a lot of second- 
rate teachers, boys and girls who regard the school-room as merely a stop¬ 
gap between their own school days and a profession—nice boys and nice girls, 
we grant you, but lacking much of being competent instructors. The only 
i possible result of this condition must be the grievous neglect of the youth of 
‘the land. 

And just at this crisis this country can not afford to neglect her children. 
America has had too hard a struggle to reach her present intellectual plane 
to afford to yield one fraction of the progress she has made. We have made 
too many sacrifices in the nume of education and culture and intellectual and 
moral uplift to be willing to take one backward step. We MUST go on, in 
justice to future generations, in justice to the ideals that have Inspired us. 

Already the complaint comes from many sections of the country that 
numbers of the more competent teachers, disgusted with the meager salaries, 
are leaving the school-room for more lucrative cullings. Once out, and this 
talent is forever lost to the schools, because the channels of business will 
quickly and eugerly absorb them. 

There Is but one remedy, and that is for the people to look the situation 
squarely in the face, and be willing to levy taxes for school purposes that 
shall put the teaching profession up and abreast the other professions. More, 
perhaps, than on any other class is the future of this country dependent upon 
the faithful work of her pedagogues. We must suit the reward to the magni¬ 
tude of the work.

When our 100,000,000 population ceases to be a motley group of 
disjointed commonwealths, each commonwealth conserving within itself a 
babel of tongues, dialects, vernaculars and putois, then, and not till then, 
will we present to the whole world a type of self-dependent nationalism 
which all will desire to Imitate and none will dare assail.

R. M. Yerkea told members of 
the National Academy of Sciences at 
the academy's recent meeting In Wash¬ 
ington how the United 8tatea meas¬ 
ured the brain power of Its officers and 
men by psychological tests. 


The Registrar of Voters of Los An¬ 
geles county asked A. J. Hill, county 
counsel, whether he could legally re¬ 
ceive the referendum petition against 
the ratification of the prohibition 
amendment. A copy of Mr. Hill’s 
opinion has been received at the State 
headquarters of the W. C. T. U. of 
California in San Francisco. 

It closes with these words: “We, 
therefore, advise you that you have 
no duty to perform in checking such 
proposed referendum petition, and 
that the expenditure of county funds 
in so doing would be illegal.” 

Mr. Hill says that the legislatures 
of Ohio, New Jersey and New York 
have each attempted to rescind the 
action of a previous session of the 
legislature ratifying an amendment, 
and that Congress would not allow 
them to recede. He also says: “The 
power given to the two houses of the 
legislature of this State to ratify 
amendments of the Federal Constitu¬ 
tion is derived from the Constitution 
of the United States itself, and not 
from the State or the people of the 
State, and, therefore, neither the 
State nor the people of the State can 
limit or abridge that power in any 
manner.”
